Okay first of ell I’m going to assume that you ere familiar vith using SPL. I'm also going to assume that you are already 
familiar vith the operation of your particular telecommu n i ca tions program; tf you're not or you vouM lice a little het 
bring a copy of it to the next meeting and either Larry Tucker or I vill help you out if ve can. 

Second , format at least one blank disk to save your nev dovntaded programs on. 

The next step is to log on to SPL. After you have successfully done this you vill see this screen:

Most Apple takoommunioations programs IVe seen us* ohoioa number 4 - XMODEM. If you're not sura check your software 
manual. However I would say number 4 is th* ona most of you will us*.

When tho transfbr is ocmple te yov computer will signal It is flnisho d and roturn oontrol back to tho keyboard. You might 
than have to press “Return” a ooupW of times to signal to tho host o omputer that you wish to do somethtag else.

This screen should look familiar, from here you ohoose T>' for download and it will list the available files that oan be 
downloaded again. Follow the steps that you used earlier to download the other of the two must files (BH-DL.TXT or BLU) 
that you didn't get the fVst time. 

Now to see if you downloaded these to files suooessfuTly you need to log off of SPL. 

The next thing you need to do is quit your telecommunications program and then run "Basio System". From the basic 
prompt type "catalog" and hit Return, on your blank disk you should see two files: 1)BLU and 2) BH-DL.TXT, if you don't 
see them check your program disk- they might have been saved on it instead. If they were, copy them to the blank disk. If 
you don't have them then you must have done s o met h ing wrong and will need to start over again, fttce you have the files on 
the disk, you want to type BHDL.TXT" and hit return. Your computer will then print about 25-30 right brackets 
your disk drive should run for a oouple of seoonds and then return you to the basio prompt. You should then have three files 
on your disk: 

OBHDL.TXT 

2) BLU 

3) 8HARYJ)VN 

The file BHDL.TXT just created the file Binary J>wn and saved it for you. 

Now you want to type "Run Binary J>wn", you will see the following :

At this point you want to type in the name of the blank disk that you have these three flies on and press return, the 
program will check to see if it is a valid disk, if it is not it will say that there is an error of some sort and end the program. 
Just type "run" and try again to type in the disk name, making sure you get the name exeotly right. 

If you get tt ritfrt it will ask you for the name of the file to oonvert, type "BLU" and hit return. This will take a few 
Moonds, your disk drive will run as it saves the newly oo nv orted file. You should be book at the basio prompt. 

Now you should be able to type “-BLU" and hit Return to get a menu drtven proyam written by Floyd Zink. If you don't. 


go book and rotraoo to# stops to find out wh#r# you wont wrong. 

Onoo you hovo suocossfbTly run BLU you can doloto oil of tho othor files on tho disk oxoopt BLU. Tho monu drtvon 
program (BLU) dooo tho samo tMng as tho onos you aro d#l#toing, so thoy aro no longor noodod aftor you havo BLU. 

AH of tho programs available on SPl in tho Applo // DL section should bo storod in Binary // form. Binary //is a typo 
of file storago that allows tho files to bo transfbrod and savod on othor oomputor systoms without losing important file 
attHbutos such as fTIcnamo. look/unlock status, c roatkm dato. otc 
BLU lots you manipulato tho Binary // filos aftor you havo DVod thorn or it lots you proparo filos for upload. BLU also 
allows you to oompr oss filos boforo thoy aro put tito binary // form. That way you savo onltno time by sanding loss data. 
It also simplifios downloads and uploads by lotting you bundlo moro that ono filo t o gotho r in ono Binary // fflo. This is very 
helpful for transfiring pr o grams that require more than one file to operate. 

One more thing- all binary // packed files should have the suffix 
"J3NY" and squeezed binary // packed files should have the suffix m BQi m taokod on to the end of the file name. This is to 
crtiw « fUMiTG tot rtcogmang ippw nits im nov tmy in rorw on vinouf doS s itoum t nt voria.
